| of Manitoba : 
| Hon. John Norqnay was born May 8th, 
1841, and was the secoud son oi the late 
John Norquay, an influential farmer in 


the Red River Settlement. Previous to 
his becoming absorbed in public affairs, 
the ex-Premicr also devoted his attention 
} te agricaltural pursuits. He was educated 
lat St. John’s Academy, under Bishop 
| Anderson, and took a scholarship in that 
|iustitution in 1854. Ja June, [s862, he 
}was married to Miss Elizabeth Setter, 
jthe second danghter of Mr. George Setter, 
}jr,a native of the Red River country, 
| ancl sister of Sheriff Setter, of the central 
judicial district. He was elected to the 
| tirst legislature of the province in 1870, 
jimmediately after the ‘adimission of Mam- 
jteba into Contederagon ; at the general 
j election then heat be Was chosen to rep- 
jresent the constituency ot High Bluff. 
From that time until his death, he has 
been continuously a member of the legis- 
lature. He represented High Blatf tail 
the general election of 1874, when he 
was returned for St. Andrews, which he 
has ever since continued to represent, 
| though by the late re-construction of come 
,stituencies, the territory was enlarged 
pand the mame changed to Kildonaa. He 
| Was a memver of the tirst Local Govern- 
ment of Manitoba, which was formed in 


| December 15ih, 1871, hvulding the Port- 
folio of Minister of Public Works, and 
| afterwards in addition that of Mini-ter of 
fAzriculture. On the Sth of July, L874, 
lhe resigned, with his colleagues. He was 
re-appointed to the new Government ip 
March, 1875, taking the portfolio of Pro- 
vingial Secretary under Hon. R. A, Davis. 
j Lius office he resigned, and in May, 
LIST6, he again became Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, succeeding Hon. Jos. Royal 
jon his resigning that portfolio for the 
attorney-genetalship. Un the premier of 
that government, Hon. Mr Davis, re- 
| tiring from public life in October, 1878, 
| Hon. Mr. Norquay was called upon to 
|furm a ministry, which, in association 
{with Hon. Mr. Royal, he successfully ac- 
complisied. He then became premier 
and provincial tresurer. In May, 1579, 
Hon. Mr. Royal, Minister of Pubhe 
Works, and Hon. Mr. Delorme, Minister 
of Agriculture, resigned, owing to a dif- 
ference of opimon between Messrs. Nor- 
fquay and Keyal; and the Governmeut 
'was utterly leit with only thiee mewbers.

fhe proper time to arise fs_ when 
sleep, properly so called, ends. Dozing 
is not admissible from any reasonable 
| or health point of view. The brain falla 
into the state we call sicep, and the 
other organs of the body follow it. 
True slecp is the eggregate of sleeps. 
In other words, sleep, which must be a 

| natural function—i. e., physiological, in- 
| stead of pathological, or induced by dis- 
| ease or drugs—is a state which consists 
| in the sleeping or rest of all the several 
| parts of the organism. Sometimes one 
' 


and at other times another part of the 

body as a whole may be the least fa- 

tigned and so the first to awake, or the 
most exhausted and therefore the most 
| difficult to arouse. 

The secret of good sleep is—the physi- 
ological conditions of rest being estab- 
lished—to so work and weary the sev- 
eral parts of the organism as to give 
them a proportionally equal need of rest 
at the same moment. ‘The cerebrum or 
mind organ, the sense organs, the mus- 
_ cular system and the viscera should all

Match Making. 


Given the machinery, and the prob- 
len of match making is easily solved.

Atter the 
machinery has beou s/t in motion, the 
first step is to jucce a block in the 
splint machine.

With each movement 
of the knife twenty-tive splints are cut, 
and at the same time stuck between two 
slats in the belt. They are then carried 
by the movementofthe belt throagh the 
separator, and thence over heated pipe, 
to dry the timber sufficiently to allow 
the dipping mixture to penctrate. 

About fifty feet from the starting 


point, the belt passes under a couple of 


rollers, Which press it just enough to 
bring the ends of the splints in contact 
with the melted sulphur, which 1s con- 
tained in a pan or vat and kept ina 
liquid state by the heat from & small 
furnace sunk in the floor underneath. 

A little further on the belt is again 
depressed, and the tips ot the splints 
are drawn through a black mixture, 
which gives them the finishing coat. 
From this point the matches (they 
have by this time obtained that digmity) 
yass down the hall, still travelling as 
Laman, at the height of about a toot 
and a half from the floor. 

At a distance of two hundred feet 
from the starting point, the belt takes 
an upward turn, and after ascending 
four or tive feet, the matches begin their 
return trip. 
the top of the iron framework, at the 
elevation of about seven feet, they come 
back over the splint machine, enter the 
room Where the other machine is locat- 
ed, and are there knocked out, the 
heads all pointing in the same direction. 
As they fall they are caughtbya leather 
belt, which moves slowly and carries 


| them to a table, where they are taken 


ofi by a boy, placed in trays made for 
the purpose, and taken to the packing 
room. The belt completes a cireuit 
once in thirty minutes, and during the 
interval several thousand matches were 
finished. The match produced is 
superior in quality, and will light 
readily on being drawn across the wine 
dow «lass. ‘This is claimed to be a 
erncial test, and inferior ones can not be 
jgnited in this manner. 

On arriving in the packing room the 
matches are first placed in small paper 
boxes, 100 in each box. The small

“THE MODERN MUSIC-BOx. _ 


Gome Interesting , Facts Not Generally 
Kaown—High-Priced Boxes. 


“There are good many facts about 
music-boxes that the public are not | 
aware of,’ remarked a dealer to a re- 
porter recently. °In the first place, 
they were invented one hundred years 
ago, and in Switzerland. They all 
come from that country, even at the 
present time. Why? Because the 
labor required to make them is too 
costly in this country. The length of 
time a music-box will play varies con- 
sderably.

In the post-otfice the sale of stamn« was 
811,532,94: Money orders issued, $45.- 
753.05; Commission on do » £553.64: 
money orders pail, 40-20 ; registered 
letters delivered, 12,050; number of do. 
posted, 10,542 ; number passing through, 
4,350. 

We are unable to get the cuileciions in 
the Land department, but estimate them 
from information given at $104,573, so 
that, as awhole, the government receives 
about $136,142 a year from Brandon.
